3, Ab the present time the Archeeo-Herxist Party has very close relations with 
PODN (Panhellenic Organisation of Dexocratic Youth), and these relations ara 
developing into real seoperation. The Archaso-Marxists hops to be able 
to pive guidance to this small but active group of young people. There is 
an article by Archacso-Marxist Sotirios Tsigarides in the July 1960 muiber 
of Machitis, the PODN periodical, and in the next issue there will be aa 

rtisiea by Denstrios Giotopoules, leader of the Archavo-Marxist Party. 


2, The Archaso-Merxists are working in close cooperation with certain indepandent 
Socialists such as Manolis Korakas, the newspaper man George Grammatikopoulos, 
and others. 


3. The Archaco-Mcerxist!Party has no relations with and does not cooperate with 
SE.ELD, which is a porsonal enterprise of Alexander Svolos and Blias Tsirimokos. 


4. At the presont time the most noteworthy offort to form « united Socielist 
Parsy is being made by the Archnoo-sarxists, Faving been recognized 
by VORTEC and having achieved a certain ancunt of suecess in the March 1950 
elections, “K-LOD is alse meking an effort to unite tho Uocinlists and is 
dissussing the incorporation of various Socialist leaders but without succeas. 


5. According to Giotopoulos, the Archaeo-Marxist Party has nevor had a lerge 
nurbor of mombers because it demands of its members 9 high levol of ocducation 
and reguiar and strenuous party work. Giotopculos considers the leading 
mewbers of his party to be men of experience and energy. and he hopes that 
his party will be able to gather the people together and organize them in the 
fight against Stalinist Communign. 


6, The Archaco-Marxists in Greece have always been the theorstical opponents af 
the Stalinist Communist leadership, end for thet reason they have been raviled 
md persecuted by the Stalinists, At the same time the Archeeo-Marxist Party 
has beon hindered, particularly in the provinces. by right-wing Greek elements 
whe have made no distinction between Archaso-Marxistea and Stalinists. 
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Giotopoulos' aims for his party are as follows: 
a, Reorganization of the party. 
b, Intensive work in the lebor field. 


c. &stablishment of a penetration cell in any organization. 
ceveloped by Stalinist Communists. 


The Archaco-Murxists have considered changing their name, but they heve not 
had a real opportunity because of the abnormal situation, their lack of 
funds, and the isolation of certain members of their party. These conditions 
have prevented any real activity. The members will take up the matter of 
chanping the neme of their party after the porty has been further developed. 


The Archaeo-Uarxists are now planning to publish e periodical to be called 
Pali ton Taxeon (The Class Strugple); this will be a theoretical and intellect~ 
DAL periodical published bi-veelkly or monthl:, They are also planning to 
publish a popular periodical, if possible a daily paper, to be called Laikon 
Vima (People’s Tribune) or Laiki Foni (Voice of the People). 


The Archeeo-Marxists ore making « great effort in the labor union field, They 
are in the ASEM (inexartiton Syndikalistiken Ergatikon Metepon - Independent 
Labor Union Front), cooperating with Ge rpe Gaskeris, Waralambos Sardis, and 
otherss They are also trying to infiltrate sheir members into the administre- 
tions of other unions in order to extend their influence and activity. They 
have influence on the Syndesmos Syntaxiouchon Kapnergeton (league of Pensioned 
Tobacco-orker s ) through the president of that organization, John Kepetanakis, 
who is an Archaeo-Marxist and who is trying to establish a Federation of Pen~ 
sioned Tobacco-vorkers, The president of the Learue of Pensioned Newspaver 
Sellers is Fitsos Christoforides,. an Archaeo-Marxist, Vasilis Plataniotis, 
an Archaec-Marxist. is able to influence the employees of the TEBE (Tameion 
Bpangelmetion Biotechnon Ellados ~ Fund of the Professional Craftsmen of 
Greece). They also are avie to influence the Union of Typographers through 
Theotokates, a printer in the National Trinting Office. 
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
